“The mansion at Milledgeville has 
been described by competent authori- 
ties as one of the finest examples of 
colonial architecture in Georgia,” the 
governor said. “It is a beautiful 
structure, large and commodious. The 
building in Milledgeville was designed 
for the residence of the governor and 
we could do no better, in my judg- 
ment, than to erect a replica. It would 
preserve the beautiful architecture of 
the colonial period, it would make the 
governor’s mansion a show place and 
would have a historic value.”

Banks cannot be forced into the

Men undergoing for the first time 
a careful physical examination, as for 
army service or for life insurance, 


are often surprised to learn that they 
have some functional disturbance 
caused, perhaps, by eardio vascular 
degeneration. It may be a trace of 
albumin, or blood pressure a little 
too high, or inability to hold the 
breath: 40 seconds, or, faulty heart ac- 
tion. Such men are surprised by the 
adverse report of the examining phy- 
sician. They profess to believe that 
their health has been all right up to 
the time of the examination, But 
what the average man considers “fair” 
health is not necessarily the normal 
physical condition for one of his age. 
“Oh, yes,” the patient with cardio 
vascular degeneration grudgingly ad- 
mits, when eross-examined, “I’ve had 


stomach trouble, more or less oc- 
easional headaches, a little rheuma- 
tism, and such things, but not bad 
enough to have a doctor,” 

What is cardio vascular degenera- 
tion? It is literally heart artery wear- 
ing out too early in life. It includes 


insidious heart muscle failure, hard- 
ening of the arteries, high blood pres- 
sure, chronic nephritis (Bright's dis- 
ease)—but not the imaginary kidney 
trouble” the almanac reader has when 
his back hurts—and apoplexy (cere- 
bral hemorrhage, “stroke of pa- 
ralysis’). All of these varying ex- 
pressions of cardio vascular degenera- 
tion come, not suddenly nor without 
warning, but very slowly, insidiously, 
and with years of the most unmis- 
takable warnings. But, unfortunately, 
the vietims of eardio vascular dis- 
ease usually prefer to interpret these 
warnings in their own way and to 
deal with them as Jom, Diek and 
Harry recommends. Not until they 
are really down and out do they at 
last feel ill enough to have care.

The law does provide that the 
judge shall see that the grounds are 
legal and sustained by proof: or, to 
aPpoint the solicitor-generat or some 
other attorney of the court to dis- 
charge that duty for him.

SUSPECTS INLED 


Emmet Brown, 18 years old, and 
Leon Wheeler, 23. years old, of East 
Point, were locked up in the Fulton 
county Tower on suspicion of being 
the two men who assaulted and beat 
J. R. Sentell, of East Point, into 
unconsciousness Thursday night. Sen- 
tell was found lying in the roadway 
near the city limits on Stewart avenue 
about 7 o'clock Thursday night by a 
negro who lives in the neighborhood. 

Apparently the injured man had 
been there for more than an hour 
when discovered, as the blood on his 
face and neck had coagulated. Sentell 
bore the marks of several blows over 
the head with a heavy stick. He was 
carried to the Grady hospital for med- 
ical attention. 

On hearing of the attack on Sen- 
tell, three white men living on Stew- 
art avénue, W. D. Backley, W. A. 
Fisher and L. C. Paris, scoured the 
neighborhood for the assailants, About 
a mite away from the scene of the at- 
tack they found Brown and Wheeler, 
the latter a cripple, who were walk- 
ing down Stewart avenue. 

Brown and Wheeler were turned 
over to Officers McDaniel and Crank- 
shaw, who answered a call sent in to 
police headquarters. The two men 
were first taken to the police sta- 
tion and later transferred to the Tower 
on the receipt of information thatthe 


the city limits. 

It is said that upon regaining con- 
sciousness Sentell declared in the pres- 
ence nurses and attendants at the 
Grady that Brown had struck him 
several times with Wheeler’s walking 
cane. The police advance the theory 
that probably an altereation arose be- 
tween Brown and Sentell which ended 
in the affray.

Highway Bonds 


Dublin, February 2.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury of Laurens county 
in session here, today went on recor 
as indorsing the proposed state bond 
issue of $75,000,000 for good roads. 

A long resolution was presented and 
unanimously passed upon by the 
grand jury. If the state bond propo- 
sition goes through, this county vill 
receive approximately $200,000 as 1 
refund, according to provisions which 
provide that counties that have spent | 
in excess of certain sums of money 
over a period of a stated number of 
years, shall have refunded to them, 
the amount so expended over and 
above that of a stipulated figure. 

The voters of the county generally 
favor the plan and there is much 
interest in the measure now being 
decided upon.
